timeless truths elucidated in the Word of God. 


Rather than being enticed by esoteric knowledge and mystical encounters, our focus must remain steadfastly 
anchored in the unwavering truths found within the Scriptures. Psalm 119:105 reminds us that God's Word is a 


lamp to our feet and a light to our path, guiding us with wisdom and discernment. 


In a world where New Age Spirituality and occultism exert an ever-increasing influence, it is crucial for 
Christians to remain rooted in the unchanging truths of God's Word. By subjecting our beliefs and practices to
